Bradwell then appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, which affirmed the judgment of” 
the Supreme Court of this State, holding that:

does not authorize the Federal Goyernment to 
interfere with the State Governments in regulat- 


laws of Illinois in this particular case 
do not abridge any of the privileges and immu- 
| nities of citizens of the United States. Justice 
Bradley concurs in this decision, but gives dif- 
ferent reasons from those specified in the major- 


It is evident from this separate opinion that 
Justices Bradley and Field cling to the old idea 
of woman’s sphere in life, and believe it to be the 
duty of Government to sustain rather than alter 
the relations of the sexes as they have existed in 
pest times. They evidently believe, also, that | 
the ideas of the female progressionists are dan- 
gerous to the welfare of the family organiza | 
tion, and that they should be opposed at every 
step which overreaches the boundaries of 
woman’s duties, as defined in the customs and 
practices of ages. They do not, on this account, 
oppose the effort to increase the number of avo~ 
cations which women are adapted by nature to 
participate in, and to enlarge the scope of em- 
ployment which will enable those who must 
work for their living to secure equal chances 
| and fair remunerstion. But this does not imply. 
that woman should be admitted into every office 
and position, or that sex should cease to be a 
point of distinction in the division of this 
world’s labor and duties, It is not every citizen, 
no matter what his age or condition may be, 
that is entitled to every calling which he would 
like to aseume. There are various qualifications 
and disqualifications which act as recommen- 
| dations or objections.: Laws of nature should 
receive consideration, as well as peculiarities of 
education, accidents of birth, differences in lan- 
guage, character, and age.
